During 1966, in the performance of their duties, the 
officers worked 722 hours and traveled 5,731 miles. They 
answered 69 complaints, made 50 criminal investigations, 
covered 7 accidents, and rendered 78 aids to individuals 
and other departments.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The main activity of the Board of Trustees, that of 
selecting and purchasing books, seems more difficult than 
ever. The trend in current literature, like that of some 
music and art, has gone “hog wild”, to use an old Yankee 
expression. Many of the best sellers are so full of sex, 
violence, perversion and rottenness that, at the risk of 
being called old-fashioned, your Trustees decided to omit 
the purchase of adult fiction this year, in hopes that works 
of more lasting interest and worth might be available in 
the future. We cannot approve of spending the town’s 
money for books whose only appeal is sensationalism. 


In this situation, we ordered a set of Collier’s Ency- 
clopedia, “‘the most approved of the three adult ency- 
clopedia”’, to quote an evaluation survey reported by 
“North Country Libraries’. We feel sure that this ex- 
cellent reference work will be of great value to our stu- 
dents. 


This purchase was made by combining the town’s ap- 
propriation with the State allotment, which left us no 
money for children’s books, badly needed at this time. 
Gifts of such books by generous individuals, as well as a 
cash gift of $25.00 from the Community Projects Fund, 
has helped to meet this need, and are much appreciated. 
Gifts from other organizations are promised for 1967. 


The Bookmobile from the State Library calls regularly 
and its staff is always cooperative and helpful. Our li- 
brarian, Dorothy LaPointe, continues to serve the town 
faithfully and well, and we are fortunate to have her.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


Fire records are made by people — those who cause 
fires and those who control them. Your forest fire warden, 
deputy wardens, fire chief and firemen have, in spite of 
a prolonged drought, made one of the best fire control 
records in recent years. Despite a very dry spring, we in 
New Hampshire working together, have substantially re- 
duced our fire incidence (885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 

This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 

1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town 
organization jointly carrying out programs of 
forest fire prevention, training and suppression 
with dedicated personnel. 

2. Your application of our forest fire control program 
and your individual effort in practicing fire pre- 
vention. 

Statistics show, however, there is room for improve- 
ment. Major problems are stil! with us; (1) the careless 
disposal of cigarettes; (2) the householder’s carelessness 
in burning rubbish; (3) the failure of woodlot owners 
and contractors to completely extinguish their brush burn- 
ing fires; (4) failure to extinguish camp fires; (5) un- 
supervised children playing with matches. 

New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to be 
protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this 
area and restricted acreage burned to 395 acres — a fine 
testimonial to the efficiency and dedication of the men who 
make up our forest fire control organization. 

1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits 
are not issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. ex- 
cept on rainy days. Permits are not needed when 
the ground is covered with snow. To minimize risk 
the best way to dispose of rubbish is at your au- 
thorized town or municipal dumping area. 

Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 

Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 

Most important — Instruct your children that 

matches are not play things.
